School officials have gone around talking to faculty 
members, administrators and some parents in order to 
come up with an answer.

The schools rlo not want to 
be guilty of labeling children, 
Dr. ,1. H. Hull, superintendent 
of schools informed the Board 
of Education In discussing the 
reporting program,

"If we have to label chil­ 
dren, w** can't Ho »«i goo«' a 
job of teaching them," he said.

"The one point that causes us 
to be extremely cautious about 
telling parents that children are 
slow or advanced is that our 
testing instruments are not pos­ 
itive, enough and we may in 
some Instances be in error," he

pointed out. "For that reason 
we are very skeptical of the 
wisdom of pin-pointing our feel­ 
ings in this matter too specifi­ 
cally. We are not Infallible and 
we are not. ready to encourage 
the idea that we are."

"We feel that the purpose, 
of tfie nrliool In reporting to 
parents Is to help the child 
achieve his greatest potential, 
regardless of whether he has 
high, low, or medium native 
Intelligence," he said.

Health Bill 
Before State 
Legislature

The Harbor Are^ Welfare 
Planning council, together with 
its parent Council of the Los 
Angeles region, is on record to 
support and work for passage 
of community mental health 
bills now before the State Legis­ 
lature.

Action of th« local Council 
and its higher body parallels 
that of other community organ­ 
izations who w»e immediate 
need to fare up to mounting 
memtal health problems.

Announcement of endorse­ 
ments marks the advent of Na­ 
tional Mental Health week, set 
March 4 through March 9.

Pending bills (SB 244 and AB 
630), sponsored by 27 state sen­ 
ators and 37 assembly mem­

bers, authorize cities and coun­ 
ties to establish community 
mental health services. An ap^ 
proprlations bill (SB 245) ear­ 
marks $850,000 as the State's 
share in financing local serv­ 
ices.

The bills authori/e cities and 
counties to establish on a vol­ 
untary basis five kinds of serv­ 
ices, three providing treatment 
for children, youth and adults, 
and two providing help to the 
total community in conserving 
Its residents' mental health.

Aimed toward prevention of 
totHl crack-up is psychiatric 
clinic treatment of mental ill 
ness before hospi tali rat ion or 
after hospital treatment; psy­ 
chiatric treatment in general 
hospitals and rehabilitation 
services for convalescent pa­ 
tients.

Whale Of A Name Sought <* 
For Celebrated Mammal

An unnamed whale, captured 
by Marineland of the Pacific's 
collecting crew, has emerged 
from the depths of obscurity to 
become the most talked about 
young mammal in the country.

The young adult Pilot whale 
has the distinction of being the 
only live whale in captivity in 
the world. In three short weeks 
she has starred in films, ap­ 
peared in newspapers and maga- 
/.ines throughout the world and 
had her heart beat recorded for 
posterity by medical scientists. 

At the oceanarium, located 
on the Palos Verdes coastline, 
the whale Is being pampered 
by the scientific department. 
She Is administered anti­ 
biotics to guard against Infec­ 
tion, high.potency vitamins to 
pick up her appietite and 
patiently tempted with choice 
delicacies.
William F. Mormhan, vice 

president and general manager 
reports that patience pays divi­ 
dends for the newcomer is no\v 
consuming 100 pound* of squid 
per day.

She makes her home in the 
large oval tank at the ocean­ 
arium, swimming among the

5000 marine animals who Hve in 
the tank. Already the young 
mammal shows sign* of high 
intelligence by playfully push­ 
ing a large red ball about the 
tank. It is hoped that eventually 
she will learn tricks like her^, 
porpoise cousins. ^

The whale waa captured 
February 28 off thw east coast 
of Santa Catallna Island. She 
Is 13 feet in length and 1600 
pounds and Is expected t« 
grow to 20 feet and 4000 
pounds.
Upon arrival at Marineland 

the whale was placed in a train­ 
ing pool. Being unable to sub­ 
merge herself in the pool, th^i 
whale's dorsal fin became sun­ 
burned. Divers entered the tank 
and rubbed her fin down with 
ointment to prevent the blubbef 
from cracking. She was noon 
moved to the main display tank 
in the oceanarium where she is 
on display to the public.
